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Crash girl loses 
her fight for life

A WOMAN has died of 
serious injuries she received 
in a collision with a car. 

The 21-year-old pedestrian 
was left fighting for her life 
following the accident, which 
happened around 11.45pm on 
Monday in Isleham Road, 
Fordham. 

A Volkswagen Scirocco was involved 
in the collision with the woman, who 
lives in the village. 

She suffered serious injuries and 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Medics battled to save her life but 
she died on Tuesday morning. 

The driver of the car, a 21-year-old 
man from Fordham, was not injured. 

A spokeswoman for Magpas 
Helimedix, which attended the scene, 
said: “We have just been informed 
that the 21-year-old woman who was 
hit by a car near Fordham in the late 
hours of last night passed away this 
morning.” 

She said the situation at the scene 
was “extremely challenging, but 
demonstrated excellent teamwork 
between the ambulance clinicians 
from the East of England Ambulance 
Service, the Helimedix team and 
Cambridgeshire police.” 

Dr lames French, a Magpas Heli¬ 
medix doctor, said: “We are always 
deeply saddened by incidents where 
people cannot be saved, and our 
condolences go out to all those who 
have been affected.” 

The medical team were flown to the 
scene by the Cambridgeshire police 
helicopter and accompanied the 
woman to hospital in a road am¬ 
bulance. 

Police have launched an appeal for 
witnesses. Anyone with information

They were then treated to 
a tour, including the 
inpatient Sylvan Ward, by 
community fundraiser Sue 
Long. 

She said: “It was so 
special to have them here.

While they were here they 
spoke to patients on the 
ward, tried out reclining 
chairs and enjoyed some 
cakes and squash. 

“They were able to see 
first-hand what the money 
they raised might be 
spent on.

Council to act on 
fight for crossing

A RESIDENTS’ cam¬ 
paign for a pedestrian 
crossing has won back¬ 
ing from town coun¬ 
cillors. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council are supporting 
the bid for a crossing which 
was launched last month by 
residents on the town’s George 
Lambton and Freshfields 
estates. 

Around 100 people turned 
out for a roadside protest in 
support of their bid for a 
crossing in Exning Road. 

Two of the campaign’s 
leaders, Ian Bedford and Mick 
Smith, attended a meeting of 
the town council’s community 
services committee on Mon¬ 
day to ask councillors for their 
help. 

Mr Bedford said that around 
500 new properties had been 
built on the former Phantom 
and Moreton stud site off 
Exning Road, but there was a 
lack of facilities. 

Promised traffic calming 
and a link with the older part 
of George Lambton Avenue 
had not been carried out as 
planned. 

“At least 200 young mums 
have to get to Houldsworth 
Valley Primary School with 
their children every day and 
have to cross Exning Road,” he 
said. 


“It’s a very dangerous sit¬ 
uation and it’s amazing no- 
one’s been killed in the last 
two or three years. 

“I think between us we have 
to come up with something 
for these people who are in the 
poorest area of the CB8 
postcode.” 

Mr Bedford said a central 
refuge in the road or a zebra 
crossing would help the 
situation. 

But Cllr Peter Hulbert said: 


“You need a controlled 
crossing with traffic lights. 
There’s nothing between the 
Cherry Tree and the Day 
Centre.” 

Peter Grimm, a county 
council highways manager, 
said council finance cuts 
meant a costly controlled 
crossing was unlikely to be 
funded, but a cheaper solution 
might be possible. 

Cllr Mick fefferys, the 
mayor, said: “I propose we 


support the residents in their 
bid for a crossing in Exning 
Road.” 

The town council is to 
contact Cllr Guy McGregor, 
the county council’s cabinet 
member responsible for roads 
and transport, and Guy Smith, 
the west Suffolk highways 
officer, to seek their support. 

■ The committee also agreed 
to support a bid for a post box 
on the new estate - as sugg¬ 
ested by Cllr Bill Sadler. 
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Animal charity expands horizons with new town shop 



ANIMALS will benefit from money 
raised at a new charity shop. 

The RSPCA Cambridge and 
District Branch will open its third 
shop on Monday. 

The shop, in Market Street, 
Newmarket, replaces the former 
premises in High Street, 
Newmarket, which closed around 
a year ago. 

Money raised at the shop will 
help keep open the RSPCA’s 
Eddington Clinic, in Whitehill 
Road, Cambridge. 

The clinic provides low-cost 
veterinary care for pets whose 
owners are on benefits. 

It cost £50,000 to run last year 
and provides treatment for pets in 
Cambridge, Newmarket, Royston 
and Ely. 

The branch also helped to 
rehome 106 animals last year, 
and needs money for treatment 
and food for rescued pets. 

Rosemary Rodd, membership 
secretary for the branch, said: “In 
2010, the clinic provided 4,165 
treatments at the clinic for 
animals that might otherwise 
have gone without. 

“We are finding more and 
more people are using the clinic 
because some pet owners are 
struggling financially due to the 
current climate. 

“We want to be able to help as 
many people as possible in the 
future, so it is vital that we can 
raise the much needed money 
from our shops, to help fund the 
clinic.” 

The branch also runs shops in 
Cambridge in Burleigh Street and 


Mill Road. Shop manager Lorna 
Jones has appealed for donations 
of good quality clothing, 


accessories, shoes, handbags, 
brie a brae, books and media.

Row heats up over 
1,200 homes plan 

Horseracing community battles building scheme at Hatchfield Farm 


PLANNERS have been 
accused of trying to 
“stitch up” opposition to 
a controversial plan to 
build 1,200 homes. 

The scheme by Lord Derby 
to develop 160 acres of his land 
at Hatchfield Farm, New¬ 
market, is being fiercely 
opposed by leaders of the 
town’s horseracing industry. 

They have warned that it will 
harm the town’s unique status 
as the headquarters of racing. 

Planning permission for the 
development was refused by 
Forest Heath District Council 
last fune, but Lord Derby 
lodged an appeal in December. 

Now the council’s planners 
are seeking approval to drop

some of the reasons for 
refusing permission - if 
agreement can be reached on a 
“statement of common 
ground” with Lord Derby’s 
planning team. 

Racing industry opponents 
have accused council officials 
of trying to get the scheme 
approved by whittling down 
the reasons for refusing perm¬ 
ission. 

lustin Wadham, of the Save 
Historic Newmarket action 
group, said: “I think this is a real 
attempt to stitch us up. 

“I have every confidence, 
though, that the councillors are 


far too intelligent to fall for this. 
This appeal is months away. 

“There is plenty of time for 
all the matters which have to 
be dealt with to undergo the 
proper investigative and 
consultative process engaging 
in the normal way with the 
committee.” 

But a leading lawyer con¬ 
sulted by the council has 
warned that a failure to take 
part in discussions with Lord 
Derby’s consultants could be 
seen as unreasonable be¬ 
haviour. 

Council officials are already 
recommending that two of the 
five reasons for refusing 
planning permission have been 
overcome and should be 
dropped. 

That leaves three reasons - 


one relating to traffic concerns, 
the impact on the horseracing 
industry and the absence of a 
signed legal agreement on 
“planning gain” promises 
which Lord Derby has said 
could be worth £60 million to 
the community. 

Members of the council’s 
planning committee, which 
was due to meet yesterday, are 
being asked to authorise Nicola 
Baker, the head of planning, to 
drop the reasons for refusing 
permission - if they can be 
overcome by discussion. 

But representatives of the 
racing industry, who are 
expected to pack the public 
gallery with supporters, will ask 
councillors to maintain their 
opposition to the scheme.

apartments in the 
empty block, which has 
had windows smashed 
by vandals. 

A company called 
Nell Gwynn House 
Apartment 2 has 
applied to Forest Heath 
District Council to 
convert the first and 
second floors into 
apartments for short¬ 
term letting. 

A previous scheme 
was rejected by the 
district council on the 
grounds that it wanted 
to keep the block as a 


source of employment. 

Residents living near 
the block told town 
councillors on Monday 
that they supported the 
apartment scheme. 

David Soanes, of The 
Watercourse, said: “We 
are pleased to see this 
thoughtfully conceived 
plan.

Traffic misery 
set to continue 

Town centre diversion ‘is only solution to A14 chaos’

CHAOS will continue 
when part of the A14 is 
blocked because there is 
no alternative - apart from 
sending traffic through a 
town centre. 

Members of Newmarket Town 
Council have expressed concern 
about the High Street becoming 
part of an official diversion route. 

The town becomes gridlocked 
now when traffic is diverted off 
the A14. But it is now set to be 
part of a diversion route signed 
with square, circle or triangle 
symbols on road signs. 

Peter Grimm, Suffolk County 
CounciFs strategic traffic 
manager, told members of the 
town council’s community 
services committee: “There is no 
alternative. 

“You could argue it is the worst 
section of the truck road network 
in Suffolk in terms of the 
availability of alternative routes.” 

He said new matrix signs on 
the A14 - due to come into use 


this spring - would be used to 
warn motorists to take diver¬ 
sions. 

“It’s not just the route through 
Newmarket that’s a problem, it’s 
also the A142 to Ely. With the 
railway crossing and the low 
bridge at Ely you don’t need 
many lorries before the road is 
impassable.” 

Cllr Guy McGregor, the county 
council’s portfolio holder for 
roads and transport, has written 
to the Secretary of State for 
Transport to raise concerns 
about the A14 and diversions 
when the road is closed. 

Former Newmarket mayor Cllr 
Bill Burch, told the committee: 


“We haven’t got a relief road to 
cope with the sort of traffic that 
uses the A14. There is nothing 
you can do about it.” 

Sgt Tim Lusher, of the county’s 
roads policing unit, said: “You are 
in a difficult situation here in 
Newmarket. We do our best to 
open roads as soon as possible, 
but it’s often a balancing act.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, 
asked whether the Newmarket 
by-pass section of the A14 was 
inherently more dangerous than 
other parts of the road. 

But Sgt Lusher said the road’s 
accident record was not 
significantly worse than other 
parts of the road.

Here, she and husband Jacen 
explain why, though they never had the 
chance to get to know her, they’ll never 
forget their beloved daughter. 


Weighing in at a tiny lib 
loz, she was, smiles 
Alison, like a miniature 
version of her big sister 
Lana, now 11. 

“I had gas and air 
during the delivery and I 
was a bit disorientated,” 
she recounts. “But I can 
still remember the 
moment they gave her to 
me, wrapped in a 
blanket: my first thought 
was how much she 
looked like Lana. 

“The feelings you have 
for your baby, that sense 
of belonging - it was just 
the same. I had her next 
to the bed all that night 
in a little cradle. Even 
though I knew there was 
no need, I found myself 
instinctively reaching 
out and rocking her...” 

Tests showed that Lily 
had stopped growing at 
21 weeks. Until this day, 
nobody is sure why: it 
may, explains Alison, 44, 
have been due to a 
malfunctioning 
placenta, or Lily could 
have contracted a viral 
infection. 

In total, almost 4,000 


babies in the UK are 
stillborn every year. “It’s 
more common than 
people realise,” adds 
Alison, who lives in 
Fordham.'Tt’s just that 
people don’t like to talk 
about it. When I came 
out of hospital a lady just 
turned up on the 
doorstep: it turned out 
that she’d been through 
exactly the same thing 30 
years earlier. 

“Lots of people sent 
flowers saying ‘Sorry for

your loss’, but only one 
card mentioned the fact 
we’d had a baby. And 
only one person asked if 
we had any photos. 
Those two things meant 
so much to me: I didn’t 
want to act as if we 
hadn’t had a baby; Lily 
was still our child.” 

Alison, an author, and 
her husband Jacen, a 
musician, have decided 
to share their story to 
raise awareness for the 
Child Bereavement 


Charity, a nationwide 
organisation which, 
among other things, 
supports families in the 
wake of a child’s death. 

Jacen said: “I didn’t 
have counselling or 
anything at the time and, 
looking back, I think it 
would have been a very 
good thing if I had. The 
thing about grief is that 
you can only bury it for 
so long - it’s bound to 
come out in the end. I 
can clearly remember 


sitting in a car park one 
day, years later, and 
suddenly breaking down. 
It was completely out of 
the blue. 

“It takes time for you 
to find out what the 
damage is, and a lot 
longer to learn how to 
repair it.” 

Over the next month 
Jacen will be raising 
funds for Child Bereave¬ 
ment by holding a series 
of special gigs in local 
shopping centres. On the 


playlist is a song he 
wrote in memory of little 
Lily: called Sitting Right 
Beside Me In The Dark, it 
is part of his latest 
album, The Siren, which 
is dedicated to her. The 
track is available to 
download at www.jacen 
hruce.com/lily.cfm, with 
60p from each download 
going straight to the 
charity. 

“I decided to do the 
gigs to raise both aware¬ 
ness and money for what 
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we believe to be a very 
important cause,” he 
adds. “And it would be 
great if something good, 
something positive, 
could come out of it all.” 

When Alison, a crime 
writer best known for her 
top-selling thriller 
Cambridge Blue, fell 
pregnant with Lana, the 
couple’s first child, she 
admits being 
apprehensive. “I knew I 
wanted a baby, but I 
didn’t know how I’d react 
when it actually arrived,” 
she remembers. “Because 
of that I left it really late 
to tell everyone I was 
pregnant, I must have 
been about five months 
before I said anything... 
I’d literally never picked 
up a baby before. 

“Some friends have got 
a little girl who’s about six 
weeks older than Lana. I 
remember them coming 
round with the baby and 
saying to me ‘Have a 
hold’ and me saying ‘No, 
it’s okay’, them saying ‘It’s 
all right - hold the baby!’ 
and me saying ‘No, I don’t 
want to hold the baby’... 
they were so worried they 
phoned up afterwards to 
see if I was all right. 

“But the moment Lana 
was born I remember 
thinking ‘Yes! We’ve got to 
do this again’: it was just 
magic the instant she 
arrived. So the second 
time round I got excited 
right from the beginning, 
told people, bought all 
the baby magazines. I felt 
like I’d missed out on 
some of that anticipation 
first time round, so I 
really wanted to enjoy it.” 

But, though her first 
pregnancy had been 
smooth sailing, Alison 


says her second was 
blighted by illness and 
exhaustion. “First I got a 
flu type bug and then it 
was one infection after 
the other: chest infect¬ 
ions, an ear infection... 
and I was absolutely 
exhausted. Lana was at 
pre-school which is only 
just up the road from our 
house. I’d take her there, 
come home, sit down 
and spend the next two 
hours trying to summon 
the energy to get out of 
the chair. But I was 
getting bigger all the 
time; it didn’t occur to me 
at any point there might 
be something wrong with 
the pregnancy.” 

Then, around 26 
weeks, Alison woke one 
morning to find her baby 
bump feeling oddly 
deflated; as the hours 
went by, she realised she 
couldn’t feel the baby 
moving. Visiting the 
midwife, no heartbeat 
could be found; a doctor 
was called, but still no 
beat. Referred to Adden- 
brooke’s for an emer¬ 
gency scan, Alison’s worst 
fears were confirmed: the 
baby had died. 

“Half of my brain knew 
already, the other half 
didn’t want to believe it. I 
didn’t see the scan 
monitor because of the 
angle I was at, but Jacen 
saw her. He says she was 
lying there with her little 
arms outstretched.” 

Telling Lana, then only 
four, that her baby sister 
had died was a very 
emotional task. But the 
couple say they decided 
from the outset to be 
open and honest about 
what had happened: 
when Lily was buried, in 


the village churchyard, 
both Lana and Natalie, 
Jacen’s older daughter 
from a previous 
relationship, were there. 

Alison, who did opt to 
have bereavement coun¬ 
selling, admits that cop¬ 
ing with the loss was an 
enormous challenge. “I 
look back and think we 
were so traumatised our¬ 
selves that we weren’t 
really equipped to help 
Lana through it. She was 
so excited about having a 
little brother or sister, so 
it was hard having to tell 
her. 

“When I got pregnant 
again, with her little 
brother Dean, she asked 
if the baby was going to 
be all right and we had to 
be honest and say ‘We 
hope so, but we can’t 
promise’. I didn’t let 
myself get excited until 
Dean was here. I had one 
panic and went to 
Addenbrooke’s saying ‘I 
can’t feel anything’, but it 
was a textbook 
pregnancy.” 

Both Alison and Jacen 
agree the services offered 
by the Child Bereave¬ 
ment Charity would have 
been of enormous help 
both to them and Lana: 
providing emotional 
support, information and 
practical advice, the 
organisation reaches out 
to tens of thousands of 
families every year. 

With Lana and Dean, 
now five, happy, healthy 
and the best of friends, 
Alison says their family is 
now complete. But she 
says none of them will 
ever forget Lily. “She’ll 
always be our baby,” she 
adds. “Nothing will ever 
change that.”

Mystery over war 
hero’s photo book 


A WAR hero’s photo album 
has turned up at a charity 
shop. 

Photographs of Captain James 
Flockhart Thom included one of 
him receiving the Military Cross - 
the third highest honour - from 
General Viscount Slim during the 
Second World War. 

There is also a personal letter 
from Viscount Slim, who comm¬ 
anded the XIVth Army during the 
Burma campaign, congratulating 
Capt Thom on his “well-deserved” 
honour. 

A newspaper cutting at the time 
describes how Capt Thom, who 
was serving with the Royal Artillery, 
based at Colchester, took 
command of his battalion after the 
commander was killed. 

The battalion was attacking “well 
dug in” enemy positions in a 
wooded area. 

“Capt Thom, on his own 
initiative, took command of the 
company and rallied it and 
continued to advance,” said the 
report. 

He “displayed exceptional 
courage, coolness, judgment and 
outstanding leadership,” according 
to the honour citation.

waiting to 
happen 


JENNIFER SHELTON catches up with the director - 
and fictional director - of the ADC Theatre's latest 
production, and finds out how much effort it takes 
to put on a really disastrous farce. 


I T was while watching a play 
from the wings one day in 
1970 that Michael Frayn 
began to concoct the idea for 
his great farce, Noises Off 
According to the playwright, it was 
much funnier watching the action from 
backstage, knowing how it had all been 
put together, than seeing the final, 
polished version from the auditorium. 

This frantic world of off-stage 
dramas, mishaps and muddles is the 
one Frayn reveals through Noises Off¬ 
end for actors taking part in the ADC 
Theatre’s production, it’s a world that’s 
all too familiar. 

“It’s a very, very funny play,” says 
director Max Barton, a third-year 
Cambridge University student who 
saw Jeremy Sams’s production at the 
National Theatre as a boy. 

“For me, the most important thing 
has been to make it as ftmny as 


possible and ensure there are no dry 
moments. This means making sure 
every joke works. 

“Another thing we’ve done is try to 
emphasise that meta-theatrical element 
and bring the tech crew onto the stage, 
so we really have the sense of a ‘living 
theatre’.” 

Noises Off follows a band of 
bumbling actors as they attempt to 
apply the finishing touches to their 
play, Nothing On. For Ben Kavanagh, 
also in his third year, who plays 
fictional director Lloyd Dallas, 
inspiration wasn’t hard to come by. 

“I’ve definitely worked with 
directors who are like Lloyd Dallas,” 
says Ben. 

“That’s one of the good things about 
the way in which Frayn has written the 
play. When you come to watch it, 
audiences who know the theatre know 
it all to be true, and audiences who 
don’t know the theatre are dying to 


believe this is what theatre is. They 
want to believe that all directors are 
flouncey and indulgent - and they 
are!” he adds, sending Max into peals 
of laughter. “So it works for 
everybody.” 

“Ben and I have both acted and 
directed, so we have a fairly good idea 
of what goes on,” adds Max. “There 
are lots of things that happen in Noises 
Off that I’ve experienced first-hand.” 

“Rehearsals for this show become a 
play, within a play, within a play,” Ben 
continues. You’re rehearsing the play of 
them rehearsing the play.” 

While I can just about keep up with 
which play is which as we chat, 
ensuring the audience know what’s 
going on on the night is something 
Max has put a lot of thought into. 


“In Spain, when they do the play, 
they have the characters they’re 
playing speaking Catalan, while the 
‘real’ characters speak Spanish. 

“We’ve used some different accents, 
but it’s largely a physical thing. For 
example in Nothing On, the play 
within Noises Off the characters 
interact with the audience, giving 
knowing nods and glances when things 
go wrong, which we then get rid of 
when they’re not in character. So you 
have this real difference in 
performance style.” 

As well as the complexities of 
managing different layers of fiction, 
Max and the cast also have a difficult 
set to negotiate. 

“The set is so complicated,” Max 
explains. “There are so many doors, 


two windows, an exit to an attic, and 
just a ridiculous number of props. Two 
phones, four plates of sardines ... I 
actually feel more like a choreographer 
than a director.” 

The cast are confident Noises Off 
will be a treat for all, and seem full of 
energy and enthusiasm as opening 
night approaches. 

“It’s a beautifully funny insight into 
what can go wrong in a theatre,” says 
Max. “I think that’s fascinating, 
whether you’ve been involved in 
theatre or you haven’t.”

NOMINATED for seven Oscars, 
including three nods for its 
supporting cast, The Fighter is 
an incredible story of triumph 
against adversity in and out of 
the boxing ring. 

The brutal and physically 
demanding sport has frequently 
been a magnet for plaudits. 

In 1977, Rocky pummelled the 
opposition at the Oscars, 
winning Best Picture and Best 
Director, and four years later, 
Raging Bull landed Robert De 
Niro an Academy Award as Best 
Actor for his portrayal of real-life 
former middleweight champion 
Jake LaMotta.

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Make hedges 
a cut above 



ITS A SNIF late winter is an ideal time to cut back hard tough hedges such as beech, 
pyracantha or yew - and regrowth will start almost immediately. 


H EDGES can be the 
making of a garden, 
providing clear 
boundaries and acting as a 
windbreak and a handsome 
green backdrop to other 
plants. 

A neglected hedge, on the 
other hand, can be a total 
eyesore - especially if it’s bare at 
the base or totally out of shape 
due to lack of pruning. 

Late winter is an ideal time to 
cut back tough hedges such as 
beech, pyracantha, yew (which 
is the only conifer which will re¬ 
shoot from old wood), holly and 
hawthorn. They can be cut back 
hard to rejuvenate and reshape 
them and re-growth will start 
almost immediately. If you feed 
the hedge the growing season 
before, it should come back 
healthy and vigorous. 

As a rule, it’s best to prune 
deciduous types in late winter 
and evergreens in spring. Feed 
and mulch in mid-spring and 
water during dry weather. Fill in 
unsightly gaps in the hedge with 
smaller plants and avoid trying 
to match a plant with the height 
of an existing hedge. 

Be warned, though, that

newcomers have to compete for 
food, moisture and light with the 
bigger, established plants, which 
is why the failure rate with in¬ 
filling is pretty high. 

Box hedging won’t be harmed 
by hard pruning. A bush can be 
drastically cut back in spring, 
but to avoid large bare patches, 
stagger the work over two to 
three seasons. 

Use sharp secateurs to prune 
holly hedges and evergreen 
cherry laurels, as the large 
glossy leaves turn brown and 
look terrible if they’re chopped 
in half with shears. 

Use a sharp bow saw for thick 
branches, loppers for those a 
little smaller and secateurs for 
twiggy growth. 

If you’re cutting back an old 
yew hedge, do it so that it's 


broader at the bottom than at the 
top, which will result in it being 
less vulnerable to snow damage 
and, more importantly, that the 
growth at the bottom of the 
hedge receives as much light as 
the growth at the top, so it’s not 
likely to become bare again in 
the future. 

To make the job easier, lay 
hessian or sheets of polythene at 
the base of the hedge if you are 
trimming a lot off it, to gather 
the clippings. 

If a conifer hedge has become 
bare at the base, consider 
growing other plants in front of 
it to cover the gaps, such as 
Euonymus fortunei (Emerald ‘n’ 
Gold or Emerald Gaiety), which 
are perfect for shady spots and 
will brighten up the plain green 
foliage of a hedge. 

Other plants which will grow 
happily at the base of a hedge 
include spurge, euphorbia, 
alchemilla, while in sunny spots 
you may be better off with 
lavender, herbs such as rosemary 
and sage and berberis. 

Consider, however, exactly 
what effect you are after. Filling 
in gaps may all be very well, but 
unless you are careful what you 
choose and space out fill-in 


plants evenly, your boundary 
could end up looking like a bit 
of a dog’s dinner. 

Cutting a hedge back hard 
should be done in stages, as it 
takes quite a lot out of the plant. 
In year one the top and one side 
can be pruned and the opposite 
side in year two. 


Start from the bottom and 
work upwards and, if possible, 
shred the clippings and put them 
on the compost heap as you go 
along. The top of the hedge 
should be trimmed last. It may 
look drastic but don’t worry - it 
will recover. 

Once your hedge has reached 


its required height and thickness, 
it should only need clipping 
once a year in August, or in the 
case of fast-growing hedges like 
leylandii, in May as well. 

Whatever method of hedge- 
pruning you take, look out for 
birds’ nests and don’t disturb any 
you come across.

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Motorists hit by steep 
rises in insurance costs 


MOTORISTS have been hit with 
steep rises in car insurance 
premiums after the average policy 
went up by £210 last year, the AA 
said. 

The increases pushed the average 
fully comprehensive policy up by a 
third to £843, according to the AA’s 
British Insurance Premium Index. 

The findings also showed prices 
went up by an extra £51, or 6.4 per 
cent, in the last quarter of 2010 
alone. 

According to the AA, the increase 
was less than the previous quarter 
but added to the cost of driving 
ahead of fuel duty and VAT 
increases in January as well as the 
1 per cent increase in Insurance 
Premium Tax. 

Young drivers were hit hardest 
with fully comprehensive premiums 
for 17- to 22-year-olds rising by 
more than 58 per cent over the year 


to £2,251. 

Third party, fire and theft policies, 
which are most commonly bought 
by young drivers, also rose by 
more than a quarter in the last three 
months with the average price for 
the year reaching £1,390 - a rise of 
more than 70 per cent. 

Simon Douglas, director of AA 
Insurance, said: “There has been 
no let-up in premium increases as 
insurers struggle against losses 
from 2009, when for every £100 
taken in premiums, £123 was 
being paid out in claims. 

“This has led to the biggest 
annual premium increases we have 
seen since the AA Index began in 
1994.” 

He added last year’s rises in 
premiums had triggered a House of 
Commons Transport Committee 
inquiry into the car insurance 
market.
